(40-cm) lengths of ribbon 
on each side of the ring. By 
tying each piece so that the 
two ends are equal, you will 
get two 8-inch (20-cm) ribbons 
hanging down for each piece you 
cut. Six to eight ribbons hanging down 
on each side looks very pretty. 



4 . Cut four 1 %-inch (4-cm) circles 
from the different color tissue papers. 

5. Cut a 1-inch (2.5-cm) piece of 
yellow floss for each circle. 





U. To make each flower, pinch the center of 
the circle together with the yellow floss 
sticking up to form the stamen found at the 
center of a flower. 


I. Secure the center of the flower with a 
tiny dab of glue. 

8. Separate the floss strands at the center of 
the flower.

Glue two flowers on each side of the 
ring, just above the ribbons.
